Weevil Damage. 

“The destruction wrought by the 
boll weevil last year was disastrous,” 
said Z. R. Pettet, the bureau’s statisti- 
cian. “In Georgia, the central and 
most important cotton district was 
practically wiped out. In 1922, the 
numbers of weevils present early in the 
season indicated a probable repetition 
if cotton were planted. The growers 
“seeded down” their plantations, put 
them in corn, or allowed them to lhe 
idle. 

“South Georgia on the other hand 
has become accustomed to the weevil 
and has learned to fight him. The 
result is that more cotton has been 
planted in that section than in five or 
six years. The net increase there ig 
about 15 per cent. North Georgia, 
with the exception of a few mountain 
counties, shows some decrease, Here 
the planting was limited by rain and 
soil conditions,” he asserted.

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THE “GAG” THAT FAILED. 

It is, indeed, only upon rare and 
extraordinary occasions that the 
welfare of the country would suf- 
fer by a curtailment of debate in 
the United States senate; but if the 


recent attempt to invoke the cloture 
rule jin behalf of the iniquitous 
tariff bill had succeeded that un- 
doubtedly would have constituted 
one of the exceptional instances. 

The purpose aimed at by the re- 
publican “gag” resolution obviously 


was to shut off debate in order that 


the tariff bill might be passed, with- 
out further amendment, during the 
current month. 

Fortunately, however, the attempt 
failed, so that many of the most ob- 
jectionable provisions of the bill un- 
doubtedly will be talked to death 
and the drastic character of the 
measure in its entirety may be ap- 
preciably toned down by amend- 
ment before it is finally forced to 
a vote. 

When that time will come, God 
only knows; for if the 1,200 amend- 
ments that have been proposed by 
members of the senate finance com- 
mittee are offered and the demo- 
crats demand a roll-call on each, as 
they have an irrevocable right to 
do, the process can, and probably 
will, be prolonged until well into 
the fall; and when it will end, with 
each schedule and each proposed 
amendment subject, as it now is, to 
unlimited “‘debate,”’ is impossible to 
foretell. 

The clearly indefensible thing 
that the republican bosses in the 
senate wanted and tried to do was 
to gag the conscientious opponents 
of the bill and to forbid any further 
amendment to it, regardless of the 
necessity for modification of the 
proposed schedules that might be 
‘pointed out, or of any evidence that 
might be brought forward as going 
to prove the insidious nature of 
many of its provisions. 

Be it said to their credit, 
ever, seven of the G. O. P. mem. 
bers of the senate refused to he 
whipped into line, and voted with 
the democrats against any abridge- 
ment of expression or of the privi- 
lege to offer amendments while this 
measure of major importance to the 
whole people is before the senate. 

As for the democrats in the sen. 
ate, they emerged from the “gag 
rule” fight more solidly unified 
than they have been before in 
many a day; and, as The Brook- 
lyn Citizen truthfully said, com: 
menting upon the cloture incident: 
“For them as a party the attempt of 
the republican leaders to destroy a 
fundamental right has been in the 
nature of a benefaction. They need. 
ed some issue upon which they 
could come together, and their ad- 
versaries were good enough to sup. 
ply it.” 

And if the victory they have won 
results in protecting the people, 
even though only to a measurable 
extent, from the inordinate tax bur- 
den that would be heaped upon 
them through enactment of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff bill in its 
present form, they will have ren- 
dered invaluable service to the 
country.

GEORGIA TO THE FRONT. 

The movement that has been 
launched in Georgia in behalf of 
a great international exposition to 
be held here four years hance is 
calculated to arrest the atténtion 
of the public, not only in this coun- 
try, but in all parts of the civilized 
world. 

Many people are still living in 
Atlanta who recall] what a boon the 
Cotton States exposition was to this 
city—then a comparatively small 
and struggling town—more than a 
quarter of a century ago. 

“There were giants in those 
days’”—and there are “giants” still

jin evidence, who will make the ex- 
position of 1926 as much greater 
than the Cotton States exposition 
as the Georgia of today is greater 
than was the Georgia of the ’80’s. 

It is, of course, certain that the 
state commission, soon to be an- 
nounced, will lose no time in en- 
gaging the most expert talent that 
can be found to work out the de- 
tails of this potentially 
making enterprise. 

In addition to the financial help 
that is expected from the state and 
federal governments, a corporation 
should be organized at once, with 
ample capital to put the exposition 
enterprise “on its feet” and carry 
it to a success. And if the business 
vision of the management is equal 
to the occasion there is no reason 
under the sun-why the proceeds 
of the undertaking should not show 
a substantial net profit after taking 
care of all obligations that may be 
incurred in advance. 

Vast benfits have come to other 
cities, including Atlanta, from expo- 
sitions in the past. 

The Centennial at Philadelphia, 
in 1876, marked the actual begin- 
ning of that city’s modern growth 
and development. 

Chicago credits the Columbian 
exposition of 1893 with subsequent- 
ly bringing more than a thousand 
millions of dollars in actual cash 
to that city; while the Louisana 
Purchase exposition at ‘St. Louis, 
in 1904, is said to have been worth 
an even greater amount to the 
Missouri metropolis. 

Buffalo, Portland, San Francisco 
and other cities have experienced 
proportionately similar results from 
expositions which they have held. 

Secreary of State Guyt Mc- 
Lendon is a man of broad vision 
and remarkable imagination; but 
he has not exazgerated in the least 
the possible benefit to Georgia 
which may accrue legitimately from 
such an exposition as that tenta- 
tively planned for 1926. 

He thinks, according to his state- 
ment at the exposition meeting last

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Throw a Life Line--- 
And Throw It Quick!

There is a critical situation exist- 
ing in Georgia with regard to calcium 
arsenate with which to fight the boll 
weevil. 

It is not the fault of the state board 
of entomology, nor of any official of 
that department of agriculture. 

It is, on the contrary, the fault, en- 
tirely of the old enemy of progress 
since time began—procrastination— 
and there is no sense in losing any 
more time speculating on that phase 
of the question, or trying to incrimi- 
nate anybody, or in playing “politics” 
with a lamentable condition. 

Instead of charging that the de- 
partment of agriculture is diverting 
shipments of arsenate to South Caro- 
lins for a profit—which is absolutely 
and unqualifiedly false—the thing to 
do is to tackle the situation and rem- 
edy the trouble at once; and do it 
unitedly, and with a snap and a punch 
that will mean something. There is 
no time to lose. Every day means 
thousands of dollars to the cotton 


farmers. 
— 


a — . 

The facts are these, only ten car- 
loads of calcium arsenate were sold 
through the Georgia board of ento- 
mology last year. Cotton growers did 
not use it generally, and the toll of 
the weevil was so disastrous that it 
was tragic. 

Counties that made ten to fifteen 
thousand bales of cotton in 1919 and 
1920, before weevil infestation became 
so heavy, made less than 500 bales 
in 1921, and so on. 

The Constitution conducted exten- 
sive investigations during the last 
spring on how to guard cotton suc- 
cessfully under boll weevil conditions, 
arriving at the conclusion. that early 
planting on well drained, *Ségregated 
lands, liberal fertilizing, intensive cul- 
tivation, a redfittion of acreage to 
five or six acres to the plow, and 
the intelligent use of calcium arsen- 
ate when the squares began to form, 
and a continuation of its use, as 
directed by the United States board 
of entomology, until maturity of the 
staple, would destroy the weevil to 
a very large, if not a 100 per cent 
degree, the intensive cultivation and 
the reduced acreage rffre than off- 
setting in net production to the acre 
the additional expense fhecessary to 
incur in the use of the @senate. 

These conclusions we 
by the hundreds of thousands 
copies, several interested firms and 
corporations printing them by permis- 
sion in booklet form and scattering 
them broadcast throughout the cotton 
belt. 

The national bureau of entomology 
and the Georgia bureau of entomolo- 
gy emphasized the use of arsenate— 
and the prejudice of former years be- 
gan to yield in its favor. 

e - - - 

The state board of entomology 
realized a year ago ‘that it would be 
necessary to secure calcitim arsenate 
cheaper than the insecticide people 
were selling it, whigh wey variable in 
price, averaging around 18 and 20 
cents, 

The board asked the legislature of 
1921 to pass a resolution authorizing 
it to use $10,000 of its general fund 
as a revolving fund to purchase cal- 
cium arsenate and furnish it to the 
people at cost. 

This was passed—resolution No. 
11—and approved by the governor, 
August 10, 1921. 

The board then early in the fall 
took up the question of purchasing 
the arsenate, and after a great deal 
of work receiving bids and negotiat- 
ing with different companies closed 
the trade in the early spring with the 
Sherwin-Williams company, at nine 
cents per pound, f. o. b. Savannah and 
Atlanta, or any point in the state, in 
carload lots.

the company andthe railroads an 
agreement to run cars over the dif- 
ferent lines and to stop them at all 
the leading towns and allow the farm- 
ers to come out and secure the cal- 
cium arsenate at nine cents a pound 
f. o. b. their station, the company to 
pay the freight to the point where the 
material in car was exhausted. 

These stops were extensively adver- 
tised by the board, and several car- 
loads were sold. And yet thousands 
of farmers procrastinated. 

However— 

This system of running of the cars 
where the farmers could come out and 


buy small lots of calcium aprsenate: 


and find by actual experiment that 
they could thus control the weevil 
created an unheard of demand. 

The Sherwin-Williams 
with the state is to “meet all the 
demand,” there being no limit as to 
whether the “demand” shall be for 
ten cars or &€ thousand. It had not 
been led to believe, however, that the 
demand would be as great as it Is, 
there being a general understanding 
in advance that perhaps from twenty- 
five to fifty cars would be all that 
Georgia would require, basing the 
estimate upon last year’s consumption 
of only ten cars. 

To thisthour around sixty cars have 
already been distributed in Georgia, 
with the demand now far greater 
than the supply, despite the statement 
that the company is running three fac- 
tories in its manufacture, and is sup- 
plying its entire output to Georgia 
under its contract. 

Something like two cars a day is 
being received in Georgia, but the de- 
mand would exhaust ten to twenty 
cars a day, and it will continue at its 
erest for the next three or four weeks. 


So there you are! 
“ * 


In passing the resolution in 1921, 
the legislature made no provision for 
any funds to carry on the work. 
With sufficient funds at the present 
time, the board would be able to put 
experienced men at the proper places 
to see that enough calciuin arsenate 
was put into the state under the con- 
tract to supply the demand. It is 
now a question of hours—almost of

‘minutes—in which to act. 


An insecticide bill—359, by MelIn- 
tyre—was introduced at the last ses-

committee on appropriations. 

That bill, if passed immediately by 
the legislature, would enable the board 
to have sufficient funds to properly 
pursue this work. ' 

The board now has on hand, and 
cash for same, orders for about fif- 
teen carloads which are unfilled, and 
orders are coming in in a veritable 
deluge. 

The people throughout the state 
have learned that they can save their 
cotton crop, and seping their cotton 
eaten up where they cannot get the ar- 
senate to apply, while cotton that has 
been dusted is making a good crop 
and will continue to do so if they can 
continue to dust—seeing all this, they 
are almost panic-stricken, and very 
righteously so, because of their fail- 
ure to get the arsenate to continue 
their applications. This is a condition 
that exists throughout the whole 
state. 

Passage of bill No. 359 would give 
the most immediate relief!

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HEALTH TALKS

LOCKJAW. 
This is lockjaw week. The annual 
toll of tragedy is not so great as for- 
merly, thanks to educational propa- 


ganda set in motion several years ago 
by’ the regular medical profession of 
the country through its scientific or- 
ganization, the American Medical as- 
sociation. Yet lockjaw week = still 
brings to children and youths quick 
death which is the more horrible be- 
cause it is surely preventable. 
Tentanus, the proper name for 
“lockjaw,” is characterized by general 
spasms or convulsions occurring sev- 
eral days after the reception of a 
wound, often a very trifling abrasion 
or puncture, The disease is in no way 
connected with “rusty” nails or dyed 
clothing or verdigris, as items still 
too often intimate. The spasms of 
the jaw muscles, which makes it in- 
creasingly difficult to open the mouth

many domestic animals, and is present 
in the droppings or manure which is 
used to fertilize the soil. It survives 
for long periods in the soil thus con- 
tuminated. It is also commonly pres- 
ent in the ground and on the floors 
and walls of barns, stables, barnyards. 
It is likely to be present on the 
ground or pavenrént of a driveway or 
roadside where horses have access. 
Consequently there.is always a chance 
or rather a risk of tetanus infection 
of a cut, puncture, bruise or any 
wound, particularly a wound from 
which there is little or no bleeding, 
sustained by a child or adult playing 
or working in any such environment, 

Toy pistol and dynamite eap and 
giant cracker wounds of the hands, or 


powder burns of the hands or face, are 
notorfously favorable opportunities 
tor tetanus infection. Particularly 
dangerous is the wound in which par- 
ticles or bits of wadding, powder or 
foreign substance of any description 
are embeded in the wound, be this 
wound ever so trifling. The only sig- 
nificance of the “rusty” nail is that 
such a nail, having been longer ex- 
posed about the barn, pasture or road, 
is more likely to be contaminated 
with tetanus bacilli; a bright nail, 
however, is quite as dangerous in any 
of these situations. The presence otf 
tetanus germs in road dust or mud, 
manure, perhaps in the dust of cob- 
webs from outbuildings, makes the use 
of any of these’ substances about 
wounds. absolutely unjustifiable. 

The important thing to do to pre- 
vent lockjaw is to submit every such 
wound immediately to medical care, 
especially fireworks injuries. An 
ounce of scientific (not amateur) first 
aid is worth more thany any quantity 
of subsequent heroic effort. If the phy- 
sician deems it advisable, an im- 
mediate prophylactic injection of anti- 
tetanie serum sbould by all means be 
had: In the great war this prophylac- 
tic use of the serum saved countless 
lives of men wounded in the manure 
fertilized fields of Belgium and 
France. As for self-treatment, there 
none efficacious. Of course imme- 
diate swabbing of a wound with tinc- 
ture of iodine is always advisable. 

Usually the first evidence of de- 
veloping tetanus is a vague feeling of 
“sore throat,” four to ten days after 
the injury.

Do you know the difference between 
butter, oleomargarine and renovated 
butter? Jiere is a simple test that 
you can conduct in your kitchen: 
Melt the sample to be tested over a 
low flame (use a piece the size of a 
small chestnut), holding it in an or- 
dinary tablespoon, and hastening the 
process with a splinter of wood, say 
a match stick. Then ineréase the 
heat, bring to as thick a boil as pos- 
sible, and after the boiling has begun 
stir the contents of the spoon 
thoroughly, not neglecting the outer 
edges, two or three times at inter- 
vals during the boiling—always short- 
Iy hefore the boiling ceases, 

Oleomargarine and renovated butter 
boil noisily, sputtering somewhat, 
like a mixture of grease and water 
when boiled. and produce no foam, or 
but very little. Renovated butter 
produces a very sma!l “mount. Gen- 
uine butter boils, as a rule, with less 
noise, and produces an abundance of 
foam. 

This test ean he made either in a 
spoon or in a tin pan, and for that 
reason it is known in chemical labora- 
tories as the “spoon” or the “pan” 
test. There are other more compili- 
cated tests that are made, but for the 
housekeeper’s purpose this is as stm- 
ple and reliable as any.

October Closes at 21.82, 
With General Market 
‘Easy at a Net Decline of 
56 to 65 Points.

New York, July 10.—Threre was a 
decline of between $3.00 and $4.00 a 
bale in the cotton market today, under 
heavy genera] selling or liquidation, 
much of which appeared to come from 
the south. Reports of generally good 
growing weather over the week-end, 
weakness in Liverpcol and the unfavor- 
able German financial situation ap- 
peared to be chief news factors on the 
break which earried October contracts 
off to 21.76, or 6Y points net lower, 
and 150 points below the high record 
of last week. ‘That delivery closed at 
21.82, with the general market closing 
easy at a net decline of 56 to bo ponts, 

‘The. market opened ensy at a de 
cline of 17 to 35 points in response to 
the relatively easy cables. ‘There was 
considerable trade buying and covering 
on the scale down, and after showing 
net losses of about 40 to 48 points 
the market rallied 15 or 20 points on 
the Western belt forecast for unsettled 
and showery ,weather. 

This bulge met increased offerings, 
however, and the market was very 
weak during the afternoon under-sell- 
ing which was believed to be largely 
for southern accounts. Stop orders 
were uncovered, giving the market an 
extremely nervous and unsettled ape 
pearance on the decline which carried 
July off to 21.86 and December to 
21.62, or about 60 to SO points net 
lower, Last prices showed rallies of 
5 or 6 points from the lowest on the 
more active positions. 

Eastern belt interests were reported 
very heavy sellers here during the day, 
but the pressure of that sort was al- 
tributed more largely to liquidation 
of contract tholdings than to any in- 
creased offetings of spot cotton.
